RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In the Office Action mailed June 23, 2003, the Examiner has required restriction 

between the following groups of claims: 

Group I Claims 1 and 14-17, drawn to a method of improving the 

moisturizing of and/or preventing from drying out a substance, and 
to a method for the cosmetic treatment of a substance; and 

Group II Claims 2-13 and 18-27, drawn to a moisturizer and/or emollient and 
a cosmetic or pharmaceutical composition. 

The Examiner alleges that the inventions of Groups I (methods) and II 
(compositions) are distinct because "the polyamino compositions of Group II can be 
used to treat various conditions as illustrated at page 1 of applicants' specification."
